Thp constructive re-building program and the successes scored by the 
'economic policy of our party have not been sufficiently popularized 
in our party and among the population. The unfolding of our economic 
policy requires the removal of ideological and bureaucratic obstacles 
facing the introduction of the premium system, the competition designed 
to stimulate the activist movement, and the enlistment of the intel- 
ligentsia. 

The necessity of winning over the old intelligentsia for -reconstruc- 
tion and the implementation of the two year plan and the necessity of 
training a new intelligentsia have net been recognized sufficiently., 
Frequently the German Economic Commission directive dated 31 March 1949 
pertaining to the support of science, research and arts still meets 
with opposition born of misunderstanding. 

Our tasks: The main task is the creation of a national front for the 
whole of Berlin. In it all national' conscious Germans from all social 
strata are to Lie represented, irrespective of their basic philosophies 
and tb-’ir religious beliefs. Committees, communities and other organs 
serv'' to collect them,. In all organizations which collect masses, re- 
gar-less of the influences hitherto prevailing in them, mass work, is 
necessary. 

..‘he role of the working classes in the national liberation fight is 
to be clarified. The party is to be purged without compromise of all 
nostile influences. New cadres, new forms and methods of party work 
directed at the masses, are to be developed particularly in the V/est 
sectors. Special emphasis is to be placed upon the selection and 
advancement of functionaries from among women and youths as well as 
upon the development of qualified experts (.referenten) „ 

Work in the circles for the study of the history of the CP of the 
USSR is • to be stepped up, home study to be stimulated, facilities for 
consultation and teaching to be created. 

Work in the Western Sectors; While uncompromisingly maintaining the 
party line of our policy for the whole of Berlin, we have to allow 
for the necessity of developing a diversity of tactics in the form 
and method of our work in the Eastern sector and in the 'Western 
sectors „ 

In discharging the tasks in Berlin it must be taken into consideration 
that within the framework of ths national front the working class In 
alliance with all national forces prepared to assist in the recon- 
struction work must realize its leading role in the fight for peace, 
uruoy and reconstruction^ Xn the* final analysis the outcome depends 
on whether our party succeeds in transforming itself into a party of 
the new • type * All party units must take a critical and self-critical 
stand in assessing the deficiencies of their work and in drawing 
lessons to be applied in the discharge of new tasks* In Berlin 'con- 
tinued analysis of the findings of the 1st Party Congress from the 
viewpoint of political developments must be performed.. 

Party work in the plants: Wo doubt plants in the Soviet Zone . 
Occupation have grown stronger both ideologically and organizationally, 
xn publicly owned plants and others similar in character, the main 
task is the fulfillment of the production plan* In so doing the main 
stress is to be placed upon the development of competition within 
plant, upon the improvement of financial yield, and an increase of
